An optimistic note 
was sounded 
at the meeting this afternoon in the 
^«ourt house assembly 
room of the 
committees appointed bv the county 
bankers organization and the Coun­ 
ty Council 
of 
Defense 
to 
devise 
ways and means to sell Rush coun­ 
ty’s allotment of the Second Liberty 
Loan of 1917. 
Eight of the twelve townships in 
the county were 
represented 
and 
all were unanimous 
in 
the 
belief 
that 
the 
subscription’s would 
be 
more easily obtained this time than 
to the first loan for three reasons; 
because people 
have 
more 
money 
than they did in the spring; espec­ 
ially farmers who have sold and are 
selling their crops; because the rate 
of interest is higher 
and makes a 
Liberty Bond the 
best 
investment 
on earth, and because people gener­ 
ally understand 
the Liberty 
Loan 
better since they have gone through 
one campaign. 
ITow best to reach Rush county’s 
quota, which will be at least fifty 
per cent greater than 
that 
of the 
first loan, was the 
problem which 
confronted the committeemen. 
The 
minimum county 
quota will be 
in 
excess of $500,000 and the max­ 
imum will be close to $700,000. 
The idea which seemed most prac­ 
tical to the committeemen was the 
one suggested by E. B. Thomas, who 
advised that the kind of campaign 
to be conducted be left to the com­ 
mitteemen 
from 
the 
respective 
townships. The plans under discus­ 
sion were whether there should be 
meetings throughout the county or a 
purely personal canvass. 
Mr. Thomas said that the 
local 
committeemen were best acquainted 
with conditions in their locality and 
that 
where 
personal 
solicitation 
might 
be best, 
still another 
plan 
might work better elsewhere. 
Another suggestion 
was that 
a 
thorough organization 
be perfected 
and a one-dav drive 
to cover 
the 
whole county be made. 
Tt was sug­ 
gested that committees 
be assigned 
to each road leading out of Rush­ 
ville and that committees start from 
all of the towm

liam G. McAdoo, secretary of 
the 
treasury, today called upon a great 
crowd which fiilled Tomlinson Hall

“We want to let the boys who are

“We want them to know 
that America will back 
them with 
the entire resources of this country; 
that if need 
be we will 
surrender 
every dollars worth of property we 
have to the government. 
We must 
be willing 
to sacrifice all of 
our 
money for them as we know they 
are willing to sacrifice 
themselves 
for us.” 
The secretary 
pointed 
out that 
the government does not ask a dol­ 
lar except in return for a safe in- 
vestment. 
“If one single loan offered to the 
American people should fail it would 
be a more fateful disaster than the 
loss of a great battle,” McAdoo as­ 
serted.

The Germans 
have 
probably 
established 
submarine 
bases off the French 
coast in the 
American transportation lane. There 
is only one way America can ful­ 
fill her gigantic 
army requirements 
in France and that is by developing 
her own shipping and making the is­ 
sue with Germany in person. 
4<The most urgent news that 
has 
crossed the Atlantic since I arrived 
in this country,” 
Lord 
Northcliffe 
said today, “is the official statement 
that unless the I nited States faces 
the shipping problem and constructs 
six million tons of shipping annual­ 
ly the military efforts of the United 
States w’ill 
be 
crippled 
from 
the 
start. 
“This warning is the first real 
note of alarm of the seriousness of 
the submarine sinkings. The writing 
on the wall 
should 
arouse 
every 
thinking American to the greatest 
problem the world has ever laced 
the 
transportation 
across 
3,000 
miles of water of the new American 
army which already 
amounts 
to 
more than a million 
men, 
and its 
supplies.” 
“It is probable that p a ri' of the 
submarine force of Germany that is 
fighting the greatest naval battle of 
the world off the south coast of Ire­ 
land is to stop the arrival of neces­ 
sities from America for your daily 
growing army there. 
“The stoppage 
of food supplies 
to Great Britain would not he fatal. 
;t is vital that there must be raised 
an army of American ship builders ”

today from one of the Rush county 
men at Camp Taylor stating that he 
liked the army life very much, hut I 
to show how much he liked it this gulate their deli\erie-. 
man promised to work on the farm 
o t merchandise, 
the .rtest 
of his 
life 
if Mr. Gary 
would get him released. 
The name of the man was not 
given out for obvious reaso n s, but 
he is married and left with the sec­ 
ond increment. The man got his idea 
from the decision of the local board 
in Rush county cases 
wherein 
the 
farmers were exempted 
in prefer­ 
ence to any other kind of laborers in 
contradiction of the provost 
m ar­ 
shal general’s orders. 
This man told Mr. Gary that be­ 
fore going to Camp Taylor he was a 
farmer and that he made no claim 
for exemption because he believed 
a man had to be the sole support to 
claim dependency. 
He solemnly de­ 
clared to Mr. Gary that if be could 
obtain his release from the army he 
would live on a farm the rest of his 
life. 
He stated in his letter that he 
had read in the papers 
from here 
that farmers were 
being 
exempted 
and thought he was as much entitled 
to an exemption as any of the men 
whose names he had seen in the p a­ 
per. 
Of course 
Mr. Gary 
can do 
nothing for the man and probably 
would not if he could, hut the letter 
goes to show how some of the men 
’eel over 
the 
exemption of their 
friends. 
One or 
two 
cases have 
been 
brought to the attention of the ap­ 
peal agent of efforts being made to 
reopen the cases of some of the men 
denied exemptions 
by 
the 
district 
loard. 
The 
idea advanced by the 
district board is that farmers should 
he given a preference, hut the r>ro- 
rost marshal general has ruled this 
not the case and pointed out that 
only o.ne man in every 48 taken for 
he 
new 
national 
army 
was

armer. 
The district board 
exempted 
a 
urge number of men on the grounds 
of being farmers and now several 
of the men who did not get exemp­ 
tions are suddenly turning farmers 
and asking that their 
eases he re­ 
opened with the expectations 
that 
they can get out along this line. 
It is within the power of the dis­ 
trict hoard to reopen cases and some 
exemptions are 
expected, 
as 
the 
district hoard 
did not 
act on the 
Rush county claims in an equitable 
manner by any means. 
One or two 
of the men now seeking exemption 
as farmers do most of their farming 
from the city and an investigation 
of some of the additional affidavits 
might prove interesting reading. Mr. 
Gary in each of the 
cases has re­ 
fused to ask the district 
board to 
reopen the cases.

Regulations concerning deliveries 
which became 
effective 
yesterday, 
provide that only two deliveries 
a 
day will be made by merchants of 
the class mentioned. Other deliveries 
will be made only when 
absolutely 
necessary. 
The rules governing the return of 
merchandise, wThich also became ef­ 
fective yesterday, as follows: 
Nonreturnable articles 
are listed 
as follows as 
articles 
for legal, 
sanitary or other reasons can not he 
accepted for return: bedding: g ar­ 
ments that have 
been 
altered for 
the purchaser; combs, 
hairbrushes 
and toothbrushes: hair goods, 
hair 
ornaments and veils; 
rubber good-* 
sundries; all 
goods 
cut 
from the 
aiece at the request of the custo­ 
mer; all merchandise which ha-; been 
made to order 
or specially ordered, 
and which is not regularly carried 
in stock; waists. 
Under the heading of returnable 
goods, the following 
is classified: 
Any article 
which, 
for some good 
reason, is to he returned to a store, 
must he returned within a reason­ 
able time, three business days after 
reeepit by purchaser, and must he 
returned to the desk. On account of 
war economy 
committee 
at Wash­ 
ington demanding the elimination of 
all returns 
of merchandise 
and a, 
reduction of deliveries, 
these stores 
will call only for such bulky pack­ 
ages as can not he carried. 
No article 
will he accepted 
for 
return unless 
it is in 
its original 
condition. No merchandise of 
any 
kind which has been used will 
be 
accepted for return. The sales check 
must accompany 
all 
return 
mer­ 
chandise. 
Regarding 
gifU 
the 
following 
conditions have been imposed: gifts

plus weight produced by the con­ 
sumption of food they have no right 
to eat. 
It does not matter how much 
a man is worth, when he eats more 
than he actually needs to keep him 
thoroughly efficient he is robbing the 
food supply 
and diminishing 
the 
surplus, Mr. Hoover is piling up for 
shipment abroad. 
There 
are two 
ways of which fat men can get out 
of the slackers class. 
They can get 
rid of their fat by vigorous consen- 
tious, exercise, or better yet, they 
can burn it off their bodies by living 
on diminished rations. 
“The foods 
which make 
over­ 
weight are the very foods which we 
need so greatly in our present crisis 
— the grains, cereals, and flour and 
to a lesser degree fats and sugars. 
The average heavyweight can reduce 
his weight whenever 
he wants to. 
All he has to do -is cut down his food 
intake until lie begins to burn his 
own fat.

WILL PASS ON DRAFT LAW 


Should Five Justices Vote It Invalid 


Drafted Men Could Return to 


Their Homes 


C By United Freaa.) 
Washington, Oct. 2.—With its cal­ 
endar filled with highly 
important 
cases, the supreme court convened 
today for its 
1917-1918 term. 
In 
line with an old time custom, it ad­ 
journed after formal business to call 
on the President. 
A decision is expected speedily on 
the constitutionality of 
the draft 
law, under which 600,000 men are 
now in service. 
Should five justices 
vote the law invalid, all these young 
men could return to their homes. 
Scarcely less important is the de­ 
cision on the child laibor law. Should 
this be invalidated, 
all national ef­ 
forts to refom 
child-labor 
condi­ 
tions must be abandoned, 
and the 
field given over to the states, several 
of which are decidedly unfriendly to 
such legislation. 
There is an understanding that the 
supreme court will give these meas­ 
ures right-of-way. 
Before the court are some of the 
most important trust-bearing cases 
the United States ever started. 
If 
all were won, 
the so-called steel, 
harvester, shoe-machinery, 
kodak, 
anthracite, lake-towage, 
corn pro­ 
ducts trusts would be compelled to 
follow the Standard Oil company in­ 
to “dissolving.” 
But there are rumors—nothing so 
unsanetified as a “hunch” or a “tip” 
could come from the court itself, of 
course—that 
the court will 
just 
naturally fail to reach these cases. 
The executive branches of gov­ 
ernment feel the trusts can he most 
practically dealt with through price 


fiimg a**d profit taxing. 
Certain officials of the executive 
departments 
“hope” the 
supreme 
^ourt will let things go at that until 
at least after the war is over. 
Two cases important to union lab­ 
or are the 
attempts of the 
Eagle 
Glass and Manufacturing company 
and the 
Hitchmam Coal and Coke 
company, both of West Virginia to 
have labor unions declared conspir­ 
acies under the state laws. 
Methods of Dupont powder inter­ 
ests in alleged strong-arm methods 
of putting a competitor out of busi­ 
ness will be reviewed in the suit of 
the defunct Buckeye Powder com­ 
pany against them. 
Triple damages 
are as^ed by the latter corporation 
for the alleged unfair ruination of 
its business. 
Denver, Colo., and Lincoln, Neb., 
will reach final decisions in old rate 
fights with respectively, their water 
and gas public utilities. 
Whether Illinois 
railroads 
may 
charge 2.4 cents a mile, when the 
state law sets two cents, is up for 
settlement.

to cat. It does not matter how much 
a man is worth, when he eats more 
than he actually needs to keep him 
thoroughly efficient he is robbing the 
food supply 
and diminishing the 


surplus^ Mr. Hoover is piling up for 
shipment, abroad. 
There 
;;re two 


ways of which fat men can get out 
of the slackers class. 
They can get 


rid <:£ their 'fat by vigorous consen- 
tious, exercise, or better yet, they 
can burn it oft their bodies by living 
on diminished rations. 


"The foods 
which -make 
over- 


weight are the very foods which we 
need so greatly in our present crisis 
—'the grains, cereals, and flour and- 
to a lesser, degree fats and sugars. 
The overage heavyweight can reduce 
his weight whenever 
he wants to. 


All he has to do Vs cut down his food 
intake until he begins to burn his 
own fat. Such a procedure is simple 
but it is not 
without its dangers. 


Complete abstinence from, the essen- 
tial fat forming" foods would be very 
unwise just as it is unwise for a mid- 
dle-aged man who has lived a life of 
indolence to indulge in violent pro- 
longed exercise.
